The whole routine of life, whether of happiness or 
misery, hardship or ease, wealth or want, turmoil or tranquility, is one con- 
tinuous test extending from the cradle to the grave. Still there are auch 
things as special times of trial, which come upon ‘all who are privileged to 
tarry at any length in this state of mortality, and every soul, particularly every 
righteous soul, will some day have to meet andexperience them, 4 
It is a notable characteristic of Divine economy, and one which is as 
beautiful and consistent as any other attribute of godliness, to exact from 
every individual who becomes a candidate for eternal happiness, a fitting 
woaf of his worthiness to attain the exaltation to which he aspires. All 
proofs ate not alike. They differ like the sands of the sea shore, or as the 
natures and capacities of the men and women of whom they are required.
